ON BOARD A TURKISH IRON-CLAD, 

Tho Daily Telegraph coirespondeno« 
from C uistatinople tells of a visit to tho 
Turkish fleet:—As we went by and re¬ 
ceived a salute from the various vessels, I 
c -uld but notice that their external ap¬ 
pearances was equal to that of Knglish 
ships, while in many respect* superior to 
that of both French and German men-of* 
war that I had chanoed at various tinfoa 
to see. But it was not with this so muoh 
that I had to busy myself as with their 
effective power, shown by the condition 
and discipline of their crews and the state 
of their b itterivs. These must be the 
criterion ; all else was useless. At last 
we ran alongside the Fetch Bolend , anu 
were soon on board. Hero we had a 
vessel which forms one of a class of sloope 
desigee 1 especially for the Turkish 
Government. She was not very large ; 
her crew, alt told, w.mM ordinarily ba¬ 
il in the English vioe-100 | men. But 
her peculiar power consisted in the facts, 
first of all, that to an enemy’s oattery sht, 
would present but a very small target ; 
secondly, that that target was very heavi¬ 
ly armoured ; thirdly, that from her 
central battery of four seven-inch guns, 
she could obtain a nearly all-round tire ;

AMERICAN NKITTRAUTT.

THE DANUBE. 

THE UKEAT RIVER WHICH FLOWS THROUGH 
THE KCKNK OF THE EASTERN WAR. 

The Danube from from its source to 
its mouth, in nn air lino, is 1,020 miles, 
but thestrenn is so tortuous that its acting 
length is 1,820 uuM>h, jy ul *jt travrrses 
nearly 22 degrenr of IJJbnle and 5i of 
longitude. Thc'Daiml^Rd its tributaries 
drain an area of 3OO,O0Wquare miles. 

Tho stream varies irom thp width of a 
ra:lo to about 180 yards, and with a 
depth,as far a* can be ascertained from the 
violence of the current, of from 800 to 
1,000 fat In nils. Tho mountains on either 
side are very lofty* nearly 5,000 foot high 
those on the Austrian being 1,000 feet 
higher than those- on tho Russian side. 
The mountains riso nearly sheer for' 
about 3,000 feet above tho stream, and 
where not perpendicular, rather over¬ 
hang the water. When the river is low 
the sharp craggy points of subaqueous 
rocks begin to shn.v themselves above 
the stream, and between these the pass¬ 
age is most narrow, winding, and shallow, 
and in fact can only be passed by steam¬ 
ers especially built tor tho purpose, of 
light draught of water, four puddle* 
wheels, and immense power, and even 
these steamers make use of a channel 
cut through tin* ledge. 

The rapidity of ils current in its upper, 
cour«o, ts t> rtUous windings,fbp r-hallow. 
ness of the water iu the portion whi-di 
flows throudi Hungray, and in tho but 
lets into the Black Spa. and the recta, 
rapids, and whirlpools which mark its 
course at many points, have rendered 
the navigation of the Danube so difficult 
that its commercial use has not yet been 
fully developed. The introduction of 
stertu in inaugurated a new era in 
it* h'storv. By tV convonti >n of Novem¬ 
ber 7, 1857. between the St h t **h through 
which the river flows vessels of all 
nations wi re allowed to ascend the Danu¬ 
be from its mouth to any point above, 
but navigation bet* * 1 e n the different points 
was reserved t» the subjects of the count¬ 
ries along its banks. The treaty of 
Mure). 13, 1871. authorized the levying of 
a provisional tax -mi . all commercial 
vessels for payin'! for the removal of the 
remaining obstruction* at the Iron Gate, 
in case that work should ho u dortuken.

THE DANUBE. 

(K GREAT HIV.ER WHICH FLOWS THROUGH 

THE SCENE \>1* THE EASTERN M AR. 

The Danube from from its source to 
mouth, in nn air line, is 1.020 miles, 
it thestrenn is so tortuous that its actual 
lgth is 1,820 miles, and it truvrrsps 
arly 22 decrens of latitude and 5& of 
ngitudo.

As to the Black Sea, the tame necessity 
does not exiat for the Turks to defend 
their ports at is imposed upon Russia, 
owing to the former uaviug thacommand 
of the Black 8en. They have a fino iron¬ 
clad fleet, sufficient in number, when sup¬ 
plemented with their wooden vessels, to 
blockade, if necessary, the whole of the 
Russian ooaet. Properly watched, not 
a vessel ought to be allowod to escape out 
of a Russian port; and though there is a 
fine float of merchant steamers at its dis¬ 
posal, the Turks ought to be able to pro- 
vent the Russian Government fre m send¬ 
ing any supplies to its various corps 
d'eurmces exoent overland. With enemy’s 
vessls stationed here and there, and a 
squadron of fast stoaming ironclads swoop¬ 
ing round the shore, threatening the sea 
coast towns, attacking the fortified posts, 
and destroying the Government depots, 
as the Turks if they understand tho vnjue 
of their fleet will certainly do, the Rus¬ 
sians will have to retain considerable 
forces in the south for tlieir own defence. 
Recent intelligence from Odessa declares 
that the army destined for this work con¬ 
sists of at least 270,000 mon, of which 
200,000 at the present time are in quar¬ 
ters near that town, the remainder being 
distributed in detachments along the 
shore to the north ward and eastward, as 
tar as tli*» mainland on the other side of 
the Crimea. This is a huge force certain¬ 
ly, but ships have the advantage, in the 
present day. of steam, and can move 
about with far greater celerity than troops. 
Ff hits and threatened attacks upon cer¬ 
tain positions with small portious of the 
fleet will serve to draw off tho troi.ps 
from other places whilst the main body 
of war vessels is preparing for a descent 
upon the towns thus left only imrticlh 
defended. This is the sort of work which 
would he undertaken by a British fleet in 
similar circumstances, and the Turks arc 
supposed to have studied in tho same 
school. They possess amongst the ves¬ 
sels of the iron-clad fleet just tho sort of 
craft to suit a dashing commander— ves¬ 
sels of light draught, heavily armoured, 
mourning guns of largo calibre, and steam¬ 
ing well. 

ADMIRAL HOBART PASHA

Though our educational system is, 
upon the whole, perhaps the most perfect 
in the world, as far as it lias gone, it is by 
no mean* complete. Much as has been 
done during the thirty-three yesrs which 
have elapsed since Dr. Ryurson began bis 
great work, something still remains to 
be don<> before tho highest possible result 
ieroached. Thanks to tho great man 
who has shaped and directed our system 
of elementary instruction, we have been 
able to suggest to onr neighbors some 
valuable lessons, and to give them some 
useful hints, which they have not beon 
slow to adopt and improve. There ar6, 
however some things which we may 
learn, from them in return Among 
other things, the Amerioans^appear to 
excel us in the attention given in public 
schools, to physical developmoLfc and 
training. It is pleasing to know that 
there is a opposition among our own 
educators to take a leaf out of their book 
in this respect. The teachers’ excursion 
to Oswego on the Queen’s birthday last 
year, has, in this respect, already 
home valuable fruit. 

Nothing, perhaps, in connection with 
the late meeting of tho Teachers’ Associ¬ 
ation in this town was more interesting 
than the Calisthenio exhibition—an ex¬ 
hibition which was alike creditable both 
to the teachers and tlieir pupils. Con¬ 
sidering the short time which has elapsod 
since this system of trailing w; s intro¬ 
duced into our Napanco schools, the 
degree of efficiency attained is something 
surprising ; and the utility of this branch 
of education will bo more apparent in 
years to came than it is at present. The 
>bject aimed at is to tench the pupil to 
execute all those movements' which 
will tend to bring all the muscles, 
especially those which must need develop- 
ment and strengthening, into play, with 
promptness, grace and precision. *Such 
training can scarcely fail to do them good 
and not evil, all the days of their lives. 

We suspect this is a matter in which 
insurance companies, or those m*!io are 
intrusted with tlieir management and 
ilirectiou. Mill take a lively interest. 
Calisthenics and gymnastics benefit such 
companies in two ways—they tend to 
lengthen the term of human li r e by pro 
(noting the more kyinetrical and complete 
levelopmcnt of the physical organization, 
and by giving t*> those who are judicious¬ 
ly exercised in them, such complete con 
trol of their limbs and their senses, as to 
be able to escape danger and to avoid 
accidents, by which tuey would otherwise 
have been overtaken Doubtless f the 
enormous sums which have beon paid out 
by tlu* Travellers Life and Accident In- 
surancc Comp my of Hartford in this 
neighborhood and throughout this 
country durit g the l i t few years, might 
have been considerably lessened if the 
people generally had been more perfectly 
trained. 

It is useless, however, for us to nmum 
over spilt, milk. It is to late in tho day 
wif*Ji many "f us, to begin the practise of 
Calistheuic r gymnastic exercises now ; 
we will never be a agile <>r beautiful as 
we might have been, and, what is more 
to our present pur use, wo will hot live 
as long as wc might have done, neither 
wi*l we ever be able to pmtert ourselves 
from evil and danger to the extent that 
w •* possible once ; Imt it is matter of 
thankfulness hat we can, at, a cornpar- 
at vely trifling expense, keep well insur¬ 
ed against pecuniary loss from accident, 
and in the same way fortify our families 
against the ca’ unity which might result 
fr*»m our^smldeii and untimely “taking 
off.” Mr. Hanson still conducts the 
business of the Travellers on the other 
side of the street, and m o would mi^t 
earnestly advise nil «>nr readers to ca 1 
upon him at once.

STEAMSHIPS BY RAILWAY. 

Tlie novel enterprise ot transporting 
large steamois aaross the continent has 
been successfully carried out within a iu\v 
weeks.

BUTTS ON TRANSPLANTING. 

The art of transplanting trees, 
shrubs and vines is only learned by 
experience, close observation and a strict 
adherence to the laws that govern veget¬ 
able growth. Any unskilled laborer can 
dig up and reset a tree or a vine ; but 
this does not insuro Lfe, health and vigor. 
There is a well-adjusted balance between 
the roots and branches oi overy tree or 
vine. Trained practicalgardeners recog¬ 
nize this fact, and the importance in 
transplanting or removing carefully all 
the roots possible, and especially the fin?, 
fibrous ones, such as take up and furnish 
the nourishment. To savo enough of these 
roots in transplanting largo-sized trees, it 
is necessary to know the habits cf growth 
of trees and vines. For instance, tho 
Scotch or white pine with their long, 
and fleshy roots, and comparatively few 
fibrous ones noar the bedy of the tree?, 
require more care in removing than tho 
Norway spruco with its moss ol fibrous 
roots clustered around and near the body. 
The best way in all cases is to dig a nar- ! 
row trench around tho body, some dis¬ 
tance from the treo deep enough to get 
below the lower tier of roots. In making 
the circle, the flat of tho spade should nol 
be placed towards the body of the tree. 
The top soil on the “ball,” near the body, 
should be removed by a digging f ">rk or 
other implement that will n<-tcut or in¬ 
jure the small roots. In case tho trees 
or shrubs are to bo moved only a short 
distance from where they aro going, as 
much soil as w ill adhere to the roots 
may be loft on with advantage. 

Tho second important point to be ob 
served in transplanting is not to leave the 
roots exposed for a moment to rays of the 
sun, or to a blowing dry air, which is 
quite as injurious to tender rootlets If 
not sot out at once, the roots ought to 
bo kept damp and coverod over w ith a 
cloth, or “heeled in.” Trees coming 
from a distance, when tho roots show’ 
of being left exposed, and the fibres are 
dry and somewhat shriveled, will be 
much improved bv plunging 'them into 
a stream or pool of water and then heel¬ 
ing them in, covering the roots carefully 
with the moiit soil, and so leaving them 
until ready to plant out.— Scribner for 
May. 

HOW AND WHERE TO FEED 
STOCK. 

In deciding whero you will feed your 
cows on green crops, an eye should be 
directed to the manure heap, as this is a 
very important matter. The probability 
is, that every cow that is pastured drops 
ten cents worth of manure in the field 
daily, the moat of which evaporates into 
the atmosphere. Now, if you can secure 
that amount of manure'from each cow by 
soiling, you at once pay the expense of 
cutting your crops, and feeding yourcoj^s 
in this way, and even more than that, as 
twelve cows may be fed, and attended 
daily, by the labor of a hand lialf a-day; 
worth generally not over 50 cents. The 
most comfortable way for the eows, is 1 » 
put them into a yard adjoining the fence 
where a load of feed caii/be drawn along¬ 
side, and pitched diree^fy into the racks. 
Once a day the mninife should be gather¬ 
ed into a wheelbarrow*and taken b> tin- 
dung heap, which should bo kept well 
covered with Utter. In stormy weather 
the cows should bo stabled, and there fed. 
Or they may be fed in the stable altogeth¬ 
er, ana turned out into the yard for 
exercise after eating their feed. In no 
case can a farmer make a mistake be¬ 
having an acre or more fodder corn ready 
t.) cut in September and October, when 
the nights aro long, and the cows are 
yarded, as they require some kind <>f fod¬ 
der at that season of the year, unless 
they be kept in their pastures all the 
time ; and then, if short, a litilo green 
corn would be beneficial to them.
